Pertinent Facts Regarding Omitted Inv entor's Lack of Response 

The non-signing inventor, Sajit Bhaskaran, was hired to invent by Cosine 
Communications, Inc., the assignee of the application. The application relates to a technology on 
which the non-signing inventor worked while being employed by Cosine Communications, Inc.

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received the prior application as filed, and letter with attached formal papers for signature. 
Applicants also include an Affidavit of Rodney L. Lacy Under 37 CFR 1.47(a). The undersigned 
attorney received an email from Adriana Botto (assistant to Jill Bresnahan of Cosine 
Communications, Inc.) on February 4, 2002 indicating that Sajit Bhaskaran would still not agree 
to sign the formal papers in connection with the prior parent U.S. Patent Application Serial No.
